There  la  seldtun  a  more  thankless  task  under¬ 
taken  by  any  shurch  worker.  Small,  if  any, 
financial  reward  is  given  the  leader;  he  Is  the 
football  a t  “tatty”  Ulk  and  seldom,  if  ever,  the 
rerlplant  of  eoaunemtation  or  subject  of  prayer¬ 
ful  mteereaaion  and  sympathetic  support.  How 
often  has  y««r  church,  publicly  or  privately, 
srsysd  foe  its  bsusical  forces? 

To  hamfla  each  a  position,  avoid  friction  and 
achieve  results,  demands  diplomacy  and  the  pati¬ 
ence  of  a  Job-  -coercion  and  threats  will  not  avsil. 
Timely  praise  sail  a  dash  of  flattery  may  arouse 
s  temporary  enthusiasm,  but  a  definite  objective, 
plan  of  operation,  democratic  application  of  a 
few  simple  rulm  and  the  inatallation  in  the  minds 
of  singers  and  congregation  that  there  is  a  Chris¬ 
tian,  spiritual,;  service  being  rendered,  will  go 
farther  towards  punctuality,  a  high  standard  of 
wash  and  the  avoidance  of  pit-falli. 

I  a  pable  Isndbrs  may,  by  sheer  personality,  by 
acknowledged  ability,  inspire  that  regularity  and 
faithfulness  which  is  essential  to  any  degree  of 
success,  other  leaden  may  so  emphaase  the 
social  instinct  or  bo  And  with  enthusiasm  for 
Iholr  task  ts  sail  forth  a  like  degree  of  devotion, 
homo  leaders  may  bs  able  to  impart  musical 
history,  voice  training,  musical  instruction  of 
vartona  sorts,  teach  sight  readng,  and  introduce 
their  shoir  to  the  great  compositions  and  by  such 
moans  rail  forth  s  high  devotion  to  the  real  task 
of  shoir  singing  The  preparation  of  special 
programs  and  Bn  occasional  cantata  will  be  found 
te  bo  eery  |nl*A>l. 

Clique*  ip  shoin  or  a'  dominance  by  families 
locally  Important,  an  the  beginnings  of  many 
heart  aches  far  director*.  To  avoid  giving  of¬ 
fense  or  tausing  displeasure  requires  great  tact 
and  fhrbmarancs;  to  get  any  choir  ta  live  up  to 
rwhm  end  regulations  that  suggest  rigidness  and 
discipline,  even  to  a  degree,  is  indeed  difficult. 

.Hingera  who  com«  and  go  at  will,  who  talk 
and  dial  tab  rehearsals,  who  blurt  out  their  ob¬ 
jections,  like*  or  dislikes,  of  the  music  being 
mri.  who  insist  upon  sitting  in  the  choir  loft 
whenever  they  please  or  next  to  some  particular 
person,  ah*  are  conspicoua  "know-it-alls",  who 
are  overly  aacbitiou*  or  egotistical  aa  to  their 
ability,  whoso  chief  interest  is  gossip,  who  object 
to  ell  authority  or  regularity,  all  these  and  yet 
other*  make  it  imperative  that  a  few  simple 
rules  be  accepted  and  observed  by  all  if  the 
organise tl< *1  Is  to  be  indeed  and  in  truth  a  choir. 

A  choir  la  hot  simply  a  group  of  singers  who 
oecupy  the  thtnr  loft  and  “lead  the  singing”  Too 
many  pastors  seem  to  have  this  idea  and  do 
nothing  at  all  to  recognise,  much  less  exhalt,  the 
real  Idea  and  work  of  a  choir. 

I  have  hdd  experience  all  along  the  line.  One 
of  the  beat  Hi^gcKtions  aa  to  rule  I  have  recently 
eaan  were  in  the  "Etude.”  In  aa  much,  however, 
as  these  rules  chiefly  concern  the  choir  trained 
for  aa  Episcopal  service  I  have  freely  adopted 
and  altered  them.

■Well,’  sadi  Calvin,  ‘if  we  ever  get 
money  enough  to  do  It,  let’s  do  IL‘ 
‘All  right,’  said  Milton,  ‘I  am  in 
favor  of  it.’  They  were  interested 
in  oil.  They  sold  their  holdings  in 
Pennsylvania  and  moved  to  Southern 
California,  and  became  pioneers  in 
the  oil  business  in  that  part  of  the 
world.  Their  investments  were 
highly  profitable,  and,  not  forgetting 
their  agreement  at  Niagara,  they 
deposited  $326,000  in  the  bank,  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  of  fifteen;  told 
them  what  they  wanted  done,  and 
to  do  it,  drawing  on  the  fund  they 
had  deposited  to  pay  the  bills. 
Twelve  volumes,  of  150  pages  each, 
covering  the  essential  doctrines  of 
historic  Christianity,  and  bearing  the 
title  ‘Fundamental*’  were  issued. 
There  were  about  260,000  sets  of  the 
twelve  volumes  each,  sent  -pdit-paid 
to  pastors,  Sunday  School  superin¬ 
tendents,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  secretaries  and 
misaionarie*  of  all  Protestant  de¬ 
nominations,  the  English-speaking 
world  over.  There  was  a  total  of 
nearly  4,000,0000  separate  Volume* 
thus  disposed  of,  and  they  performed 
a  marvelously  blessed  ministry. 

‘The  committee  was  offered  $50, 
000  for  it*  mailing  list,  but  it  wa 
refused  because  it  wa*  believed  to 
be  by  representatives  of  the  Chi¬ 
cago  University,  and  they  were 
wanting  to  neutralise  and  destroy 
the  testimony  of  these  uolumes. 
And  the  committee  was  offered  big 
money  for  the  advertising  advan¬ 
tages  these  volumes  offered.  But 
these  offerings  were  also  turned 
down,  lest  the  enemy  would  say  the 
publication  was  a  money-making 
scheme.  God  only  knows  tbe  great 
good  these  volume*  have  done,  and 
are  still  doing,  and  must  continue 
to  do  until  the  end  of  the  age."

One  of  the.  most  thrilling  stories 
of  the  sacrificial  spirit  manifested 
hjr  th  •  native  Christians  on  the  for¬ 
eign  fields  occupied  by  Southern 
Baptists  ia  that  told  by  Secretary 
Love  of  the  foreign  Mission  Board 
of  how  the  HhpBst  Women  of  Dieci, 
R.iumania,  bult  a  house  of  worship 
with  their  <.wtr  hands. 

Having;  do  bther  resources  with 
which  to  provide  a  house  of  worship, 
and  resolved  to  honor  the  Lord  with 
the  best  building  they  could  provide, 
this  noble  band  of  Baptist  women 
assembled  thei  logs,  erected  a  hum¬ 
ble  house  outuof  them,  daubed  the 
space  between*  the  logs  with  a  sort 
of  dirt  concrete,  which  they  also 
made,  and  whfn  the  walls  were  up 
and  the  roof  on,  they  whitewashed 
the  building,  malting  it  a  very  neat 
and  attractive  one.  _ 

The  women  who  did  this  work  are 
houaewiveff <  arid  mothers  ard  the 
time  they  devoted  to  this  task  of 
service  to  God  was  such  as  they 
could  find  after  their  cooking,  sew¬ 
ing,  washing  and  other  househald 
duties  had  beam  done. 

This  item  ia  .sent  forth  that  our 
'  Southern  Baptist  women  may  know 
something  of  the  loyalty  and  devo¬ 
tion  of  their  gutters  in  one  of  the 
new  fields  that  have  been  entered 
by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  a 
result  of  the  Campaign.

there  was  a  living  divine  Spirit 
i  -caking  to  man’s  heart  and  con¬ 
science. 

These  five  marked  the  histone 
distinction  between  the  Christian 
faith  and  its  religious  opposite. 
These  are  of  the  essence  of  our 
Christian  faith.  There  can  be  no 
compromise  on  these  any  more  than 
on  chastity  and  truth  and  honesty. 

And  it  is  striking  to  note  that, 
when  all  is  sifted  down,  these  five 
essentials  mark  the  boundary  line 
between  those  two  dominant  groups 
in  the  church. 

Recently  a  leading  voice  in  the 
church  has  sent  out  a  ringing  call 
for  a  church  big  and  broad  enough 
for  both  groups  together,  in  moat 
intimate  touch. 

Yet  clearly  such  a  get-together 
would  be  a  compromise  on  the  cen¬ 
tral  essentials.  It  would  be  rank 
disloyalty  to  the  Man  who  voluntar¬ 
ily  poured  out  his  life  blood  for  ua. 

It  would  be  breaking  faith  with  the 
distinctive  historic  past  of  th* 
church. 

And,  be  it  keenly  marked,  any 
such  get-together  would  go  to  the 
lower  of  the  two  levels.  Any  moral 
union  takes  on  the  tone  and  coloring 
of  the  lower  level  group.  And  even¬ 
tually  the  whole  united  group  goes 
to  the  lower  level. 

Let  there  be  the  utmost  spirit  of 
brotherliness  in  contact,  in  helping 
the  man  that’s  hungry  and  that’s 
down.  Let  the  fine  spirit  of  love 
permeate  as  the  fragrance  of  a  wild 
rose  in  June.  Let  there  be  the  ut¬ 
most  openness  to  every  new  bit  of 
knowledge  and  of  light,  and  an 
eager  serking  for  these,  and  rand-  | 
justment  to  them.  T 

But  let  there  b  a  not  the  slightest 
shadow  caused  by  turning  from  the 
simple  few  esentials  which  are  the 
very  life  breath  and  blood  of  our 
Christian  faith.
